As the chamber has consistently stated 
for nearly a year and a half, the root cause 
of international fear and hostility is to be 


found in the international and national 
monetary systems. Internationally, the 
nations must have active “favorable” 


balances in order to gain 
the disposition of gold or 
gold currencies. Those who 
are successful in this strug- 
gle are able either to make 
gold from those nations 
with “unfavorable” bal- 
ances, or to compel them to 
borrow the difference and 
so get more hopelessly into 
debt. 


Have we been doing that in 
Canada during the last three 
years? Did we go down to 
New York and borrow $60,- 
000,000 to bolster up our ex- 
Have we hopped our interest 
rates up, or our interest charges, from $121,- 
000,000 in 1921 to $139,000,000 in 1934? Of 
course we are trying to do what the London 
Chamber of Commerce says cannot be done 
under this gold standard monetary system; and 
to guarantee that we will go deep into bank- 
ruptcy. The government proposes to fasten the 
gold standard onto our nation in a worse form 
than any country has ever adopted. We have 
learned nothing from the fact that every nation 
that has tried it has been brought disaster. We 
are making our international trade position 
utterly impossible. Whether we like Russia or 
not, we have got to compete in world markets 
with Russian lumber and innumerable other 
Russian products; and five years from now we 
will probably be competing in a lot more things 
that Russia may be putting on the world mar- 
ket. We have also got to compete with an 
active and aggressive Japan. The gold stan- 
dard wiii prevent us from meeting that com- 
petition. Whether you like the Douglas theory 
or not, don't make any mistake about it, Major 
Douglas went out to Japan three years ago and 
the Japanese listened to everything that he had 
to say, studied his books and worked out their 
own application of his theories. Today Japan 
is managing money and her international trade 
This is what the London Chamber of Com- 
merce said in regard to that situation and what 
was then said last October, has largely come 
to pass 


It is quite evident that if Germany's ex- 
port trade continues to diminish, the time 
will come when the external value of the 
will be, once more, in danger. Ger- 
many has intention of going through 
uncontrolled internal inflation twice in one 
generation, and having regard to the trend 
of German thought in the last few years, it 
would not be surprising if she then declared 
all external trade to be a state monopoly. 
She would sell her goods abroad as Ger- 
many, just as Russia does; she would 
acquire pounds, dollars, francs, etc., for 
those sales, and with them would buy her 
necessary imports. There would be no ex- 
change rate for the mark, just as there is 
no exchange rate for the rouble. Germany's 
industry could then be put to work at 100 
per cent of capacity and the surplus pro- 
duction thrown on to the markets of the 
world at the price it would fetch. Japanese 
and Russian undercutting would be mere 
child’s play compared with what would be 
done in this way by industrial Germany. 

It is equally evident that France could 
not, under such conditions, remain on the 
gold standard

Now, I go a little farther than Mr. Leigh in 
my conclusions in regard to Germany's adopt- 
ing what Russia and Japan are putting into 
effect. I don’t see how any nation whose credit 
is based on the banker managed gold standard 
system can compete with Russia and Japan, 
whose public credit is available without cost 
to the producers of exportable wealth in those 
countries. Germany did that very same before 
the war, and Germany is again doing it now. 
Yes, our civilization can disappear. We can be 
swept away by active and aggressive com- 
petitors. When we sit with indifference our 
position of world leadership we are in danger. 
Mr. Chairman should not forget that there are 
only about 80,000,000 white people of British 
origin in the British Empire. There 
where in the vicinity of 600,000,000 people in 
our Empire. Our leadership in the 20th cen- 
tury is that of 80,000,000 of people in a world 
of 2,000,000,000 active people. Yes, we have a 
right to be proud of the position we hold; but 
we should not make the mistake that broughi 
Ancient Rome to defeat by farming our public 
credit out to bankers and financiers, and to 
allowing them to bring us to disaster in the 
same way that Rome was brought to disaster 
through farming out the revenues of the nation 
to the publicani, and allowing the publicans to 
extort in profit an unrighteous proportion of 
the wealth of other vicious systems by collect- 
ing taxation. Once you appreciate the anology 
between the disaster that the publicani brought 
to Rome, and the disaster the modern banker 
and financier is bringing to this civilization, 
and you will see that the process then and now

Purchases

Officials of the United States Government believe the 
purchasing law passed at the last session of congress will effect 
an increase of one billion dollars of currency in circulation by 
the end of 1934. This law obliges the U. S. treasury to keep on 
buying silver until that metal constitutes twenty-five per cent 
of the U. S. monetary reserve. Against each purchase of silver 
the treasury is obliged to issue currency based on the price paid 


The amount which can be bought at less than one dollar per 
Ounce is expected to be about one and one-half billion ounces 
and the currency to be issued will approach the billion 
mark. The law seems to authorize the Treasury to value 


at $1.29 per ounce for currency issuing purposes; but 


commodity prices improve steadily it is not indicated the Treasury 


will go to the extreme of its power 


The point of greatest importance to outside nations is that, out 
of all the U. S. recovery measures, the expansion of currency has 
had the most direct effect on commodity prices and on employ- 
ment figures; the other measures or some of them may c 
in the long run, but for immediate results in improving condi- 
tions the increase of currency in circulation has a sure lead 


The cost of deflation while things keep on the down grade is 
paid by individual losses. These losses (not including real estate 
losses) have been estimated for Canada and the United States 
amounting to eighty-four billion dollars. Real estate losses can- 
not be compiled with any degree of accuracy; they run into bil- 
lions; but those who have avoided foreclosures and tax sales, 
have their losses greatly reduced by a restoration of values 


The cost of recovery from deflation falls on the taxpayers, 
less any amounts realized from public works which ultimately 
pay for themselves out of earnings. This leads into the realm of 
prophecy—and there are not many fully certified prophets. 
estimated that the final net losses on the recovery plans 
United States will be kept under the ten billion dollar mark; al- 
though the national committments may during recovery amount 
to four or five times that amount. It has been demonstrated, and 
it is a most hopeful factor, that the people of the U. 
strongly support the policy of making every outlay necessary to 
a complete recovery—before turning to collecting money in re- 


duction of outlays.

“The Edmonton physicians and 
surgeons have agreed to render 
medical and surgical services, 
exclusive of drugs, to these on 
special relief in the city of Ed- 
monton, as outlined below: 

“1) To provide services un- 
der the schedule of fees outlined 
in the scheme already submitted 
for a trial period of three months. 

“(2) The maximum cost of this 
service to the city for any one 
month shall not exceed $3,000, a 
pro rata distribution to be made 
if the fees exceed this amount. 

“(3) The general administration 
of the scheme to be carried out 
by the City of Edmonton. 

“(4) A referee board of two 
members of the Academy of 
Medicine to be appointed on a 
part-time basis to act when 
called upon. (This board would 
be required to give advice in the 
matter of surgical operations.) 

“(5) If found desirable, this 
service to be made applicable 
also to old age pensioners and 
those on permanent relief, for a 
further sum on the same basis.” 
Dr. John W. Scott, a member of 
the committee of the Academy, ex- 
plained that the rates being pro- 
posed by the medical organization 
were approximately one-half of 
the regular rates charged by physi- 
cians. At a former meeting of the

Calgary 
had about 31,000 cases as compared 
to Edmonton's 23,000, yet the south- 
ern city only paid $2,000 a month 
for medical treatment of relief 
cases. 
COST AT PRESENT 

Continuing, the mayor declared 
that the expense of caring for sick 
unemployed in this city had reached 
the huge sum of about $80,000 a 
year. Explaining this figure, he 
pointed out that the actual medical 
treatment was $3,000 per month, To 
this total had to be added the 
annual deficit of approximately 
$40,000 on the operation of the 
Royal Alexandra hospital 

The mayor warned that unless 
the provincial and federa] govern- 
ments contributed toward this cost, 
the estimated expenditure of $550,- 
000 on relief for 1934 would not be 
enough 

Dr. Scott said that about 90 doc- 
tors would participate in the pro- 
posed scheme.
